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Their Interrelation 
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This book discusses in a fresh, empirical, and concrete manner, two 
great classes of values. Its premises are grounded on biological and psy- 
chological data rather than in transcendental and metaphysical presupposi- 
tions. The origin, development, and co-existence of values, are succes- 
sively treated. There is an interesting discussion of the possible value of 
false judgments Altogether the book lays a solid foundation for research 
in several new fields of philosophical investigation. 
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
